withheld pending the signing of contracts. 
In the event that the syndicate does not 
subscribe Oil Capitol’s full book, seasons 
will be sold at $2.500 for a live foal. 

The decision to retire the good handi- 
capper. a stakes winner of $580.756 in 
five racing seasons, was announced early 
this month while the Reubens were in 
Lexington attending the Keeneland fall 
sales. They explained that Oil Capitol had 
cuffed himself hard on a leg while frisking 
about a stall in Chicago; and that, while 
the injury was not serious, it was decided 
to ask no more of the gray horse. 

Oil Capitol was foaled March 19, 1947, 
at Elmendorf Farm, then owned by the 
late P. A. B. Widener II. His sire was 
the English stallion *Mahmoud, his dam 
the French-bred *Never Again II. by 
Pharous out of the good race mare Con- 
fidence. by *Ksar. He was sold at the 
1948 Keeneland summer yearling sales 
for $15,000 to Thomas Gray, an Okla- 
homa businessman making his first big 
Thoroughbred purchase. Oil Capitol re- 
turned Gray $106.957 his first season at 
the tracks, winning the Lansing Stakes, 


the Keeneland Sales Colt and Gelding 
Stakes, Breeders’ Futurity. and Pimlico 
Futurity. At the end of his 2-year-old year: 
six wins and a second in 13 starts. 

In the middle of his 3-year-old cam- 
paign., a half-interest in Oil Capitol was 
sold to Trotsek for the account of his 
wife. His racing that year was not dis- 
tinguished, although he earned $84.775 
and won the Everglades Handicap. Fla- 
mingo Stakes. and Equipoise Mile. in 
which he carried 111 pounds and beat 
some good older horses. In 15 starts. he 
won three stakes, finished second once. 
third four times. and was out of the 
money seven times. 

In the summer of 1951. Gray sold his 
interest in Oil Capitol to Mr, and Mrs. 
Reuben’s Hasty House Farm. He was their 
first big-winning horse, That year he won 
$42.600 in the Butler Handicap, placed 
in five other stakes. and earned a total 
of $111,420 in 18 starts. with three wins, 
four seconds (including the Arlington and 
Washington Handicaps). and two thirds. 

Last year Oil Capitol won $94,500 and 
the New Orleans and Charles W. Bidwell 
Memorial Handicap.

TRACKS & MEETINGS 


Illinois Dates for 1954 


There will be six fewer racing days in 
1954 at tracks in the Chicago area, ac- 
cording to the dates announced last week 
by the Illinois Racing Board. 

The reason for the reduction is that 
Illinois racing laws forbid the opening of 
the racing season before May 1, except 
in years when May 1 does not fall on a 
Saturday. in which case racing may begin 
on the Saturday preceding that date. 

This year May 1 fell on Friday, which 
permitted the season to open on Satur- 
day. April 25. Next year, May 1 will fall 
on Saturday, which means that the season 
cannot open before that date. 

In carving up the 157 available days. 
the board cut three days at Sportsman’s 
Park and one day each at Arlington Park, 
Washington Park. and Hawthorne. The 
only track which received its requested 
quota was Lincoln Fields, which was given 
30 days. The board said that it was “of 
the opinion that no major track in the 
Chicago area should have less than 30 
days of racing, and, accordingly. Lincoln 
Fields has been allotted 30 days.” 

Actually. racing in Chicago will begin 
before May 1. since the charity meeting at 
Sportsman’s Park may be conducted be- 
fore the regular opening date. There will 
be five charity days at Sportsman’s Park 
in April before the regular season and six 
more in November after the end of the 
season, 

Dates requested by Fairmount Park and 
Cahokia Downs (a track now being built). 
both near St. Louis. were approved, Fair- 
mount does not plan to open until May 17. 

The final allotment of dates was a ma- 
jority decison. with Chairman Paul Ser- 
dar and William S. Miller voting in favor 
of the adopted schedule and Frank R. 
Warton opposing it. : 

The Chicago tracks have indicated they 
would ask the Illinois legislature to con- 
sider an amendment to the present racing 
laws so that the tracks can plan upon a

Stranglehold took the lead and drew away to win 
by five lengths. Gesticulator and Country Coz, 
which finished second and third, had been close up 
throughout. 

Stranglehold, bred by Harry M. Warner's W-L 
Ranch Company, has done most of his racing for 
his present owners, Mr. and Mrs. N. G. Phillips. 
vho claimed him for $7.500 as a 2-year-old. He is 
one of the most durable Thoroughbreds now in 
training, having started 90 times in three years of 
racing. 

The Peter Clark was his second stakes win this 
year; the Lincoln’s Birthday Handicap at Santa 
Anita was his first. He has finished second in four 
other stakes, the Malibu Sequet and San Fernando 
Stakes and the Santa Catalina and Yerba Buena 
Handicaps. 

Stranglehold is the first stakes winner for Strong- 
hold, his sire. Stronghold was owned by Warner 
atthe time he sired Stranglehold. but he since has 
heen sold to Max Gluck and now stands at Elmen- 
dof Farm, Lexington. Kay-Diane. Stranglehold’s 
dam, has produced one other winner. Pedigree and 
family particulars were given in THE Bioov-Horse 
if February 21, page 439.

Broodmare Sires: Their Records 
Summarized to Estimate Odds 


Continuing our exploration toward a 
format for the presentation of data which 
may be useful to the breeder of race 
horses, the exhibit this week is concerned 
again with cumulative records of brood- 
mare sires. The sample presented accounts 
for sires at least ten of whose daughters 
have been represented by progeny on 
North American race tracks in the last 
five years, ending with 1952. The 1953 
records are not included; neither are the 
records of any progeny which may have 
raced prior to 1940. Alphabetically. the 
sample runs through the C’s. 


In the issue of November 28 two tabu- 
lations were presented, covering the rec- 
ords of the leading broodmare sires of 
1953 as they were ranked in October. 
Purpose of that exhibit was to show some- 
thing of the expectation among the daugh- 
ters of “successful” broodmare sires. as 
ranked by gross earnings. The figures now 
given will come much closer to approxi- 
mating average expectation. They follow. 
in general, the pattern in which the earlier 
data were presented, but have been abbre- 
viated, especially by the omission of actual 
earnings. 

Everybody knows that, in breeding 
Thoroughbred race horses, as in anything 
else involving so many hereditary and en- 
vironmental factors, it is impossible to 
assemble enough figures on the past to 
provide a clear picture of the future. The 
fact that developments of the future can- 
not be pin-pointed by a straight-line ex- 
tension of the past has led a good many 
breeders to the conclusion that it is all 
chance, and that there isn’t much use 
bothering with any effort to improve upon 
the format in which records are to be 
assembled for study. 

This *tain’t-no-use attitude is not in line 
with statistical reality. However flickering 
the light may be, the past still illumines 
the future—not well enough, of course, to 
allow any precise prediction of the best 
horses or the best progenitors, but well 
enough to indicate the areas from which 
the best are likely to emerge. The degree 
to which these areas may be determined in 
advance is not very well known, not be- 
cause it is unknowable, but because it 
has not been investigated in a continuing 
program of research. 

One of the prerequisites for research is 
an accumulation of data arranged in such 
a manner as to give a reasonably honest 
presentation of the actual records, With 
such a presentation, and even without ex- 


tensive research, the breeder or owner of 
race horses should be able. in many cases. 
to proceed with more light than he has at 
present. Hence these attempts to present 
in new ways some of the accumulated rec- 
ords of the past.

Statistics may be dull reading. but some 
of them are more likely to lead a man to 
a good horse than if he simply joins 
stampede. The stampede is the horseman’s 
favorite method of hunting. and since there 
usually are several going on at the same 
time. he is at liberty to join all of them 
and, like Stephen Leacock’s frustrated 
lover, ride madly off in all directions, 
Comes a genuine champion. the crowd 
gathers around his sire. which is only q 
little more likely to get another such horse 
than if he had not sired the first one. 
Horses like Native Dancer. Tom Fool. Cj. 
tation, Grecian Queen, etc., do not ordi. 
narily come in joblots. They have diverse 
origins. and none is predictable. But, if

there is some predictability about the 
origins of good horses—if we are ever 
able to discover enough of the proper clues 
for making. the prediction. 

For a breeder to attain success he must 
have the sharpest insight—or most out- 
rageous luck—in the selection of brood- 
mares. (After he has shown that his mares 
are good he will have no great difficulty 
finding good mates for them.) If he can 
obtain any valuable clues toward making 
correct choices of broodmare prospects. he 
will have advanced his chances of success. 

Except for racing class. which has a 
limited application. where are the best 
clues to the probable genetic merit of a

broodmare? Presumably in the records of 
her two parents, The dam, of course, is 
quite as important as the sire, but the 
dam’s record, in most cases, is less reveal- 
ing than that of the sire, simply because 
it is less extensive, Hence it appears im- 
portant to study the statistical behavior of 
broodmare sires. 

The sample given herewith is intended 
to provoke curiosity more than anything 
else. Information is about the cheapest 
commodity connected with Thoroughbred 
breeding. and one of the most important. 
But it is still expensive for the producer 
of the information, who must lay out his 
wares in small samples until he finds 
which of them, if any, the breeder accepts

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as having value for him. Perhaps—it is 
most perhapsy—out of some of these ex- 
plorations with figures will come a dis- 
covery of something which breeders will 
recognize as worth having. 

The tabulation given shows a total of 
117 sires whose daughters were represent- 
ed by runners in recent years. The records 
are virtually complete for some sires, but 
very incomplete for the older ones. Each 
mare is classified according to the racing 
index of her. progeny as a group. The class- 
ifications correspond roughly to: poor, fair, 
good, and extra good—though it would be 
foolish to attempt making them correspond 
exactly to any such evaluative terms. 


About three out of every four mares ac- 
counted for in the total sample are in the 
lowest classification: their offspring have 
failed to earn as much as the average of 
the years in which they raced, From this 
it may be concluded, with considerable 
safety. that only about one mare in four 
escapes being a rather definite failure as 
a producer. 


Among the 117 sires are ten which have 
less than 50 per cent of their mares in 
this lowest category. These include: Blue 
Larkspur, 31 per cent; *Bull Dog, 32 per 
cent; *Bahram, 44 per cent; *Chicle, 47 
per cent; and *Challenger II, 48 per cent. 
Others. represented by smaller numbers 
of mares. are Blandford, Buchan, Boojum, 
Broomstick, and Brevity. 


In addition to their own genetic values, 
there are two other main reasons for the 
fact that, in the cases of Blue Larkspur 
and *Bull Dog, slightly less than one in 
three of their daughters is in the lowest 
category as measured by average earnings: 
1) their daughters are, in most cases, out 
of good mares; 2) they have been bred 
to good stallions. (For instance, Calumet 
Farm decided that Blue Larkspur mares 
made a good nick with Bull Lea.) Thus 
the figures are like crude oil; they in- 
clude several things, and have not been 
refined to the point of measuring one thing 
at a time. 

The fact that the figures are crude does 
not destroy their value. (Actually they are 
refined to a greater degree than any pre- 
sented heretofore.) If they represent a 
complex, it is the complex which becomes 
readable to some degree. 

Figures of this sort can hardly be unim- 
portant moneywise. Note the totals of 
Ballot. for instance. Now, Ballot was the 
sire of Rose Leaves, a great mare, the dam 
of Bull Lea and other good horses. He was 
nevertheless not a great sire of brood- 
mares, and he lived to be 31 years old— — 
as some of those who celebrated the occa- 
sion will remember, since they felt, the 
morning after. as old as he looked. He is 
represented in this sample by the aged 
progeny of the aged mares he sired in his 
own old age. There are only 29 of his 
daughters represented, but they account 
for more than 600 year-starters. Using

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1953 Champions 
Named by TRA 


The Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations. which conducts an 
annual poll of racing secretaries 
at its 37 member tracks. this

As has been the case with 
other polls. the contest for 
“horse of the year” failed to 
materialize. Tom Fool got 34 
votes. Native Dancer three. 
(Although there are 37 ballots, 
only 18 racing secretaries vote. 
In the TRA poll. each member 
of the board of selection gets 
one vote for each track he serves 
as racing secretary.) 

Other champions selected: 
Evening Out. 2-year-old filly: 
Porterhouse. 2-year-old colt: 
Native Dancer, 3-year-old colt: 
Grecian Queen, 3-year-old filly: 
Sickle’s Image, older fillies and 
mares: and The Mast. steeple- 
chaser. 

Tom Fool. which was unani- 
mous choice as the best of the 
older colts and horses, was un- 
beaten in ten starts. He earned 
$256.355. and won the Metro- 
politan. Suburban, Carter. and 
Brooklyn Handicaps. the Wil- 
son. Whitney. and Sysonby 
Stakes. and the Pimlico Special. 

Evening Out got 35 of the 
37 votes in the 2-year-old filly 
division, She was unbeaten in 
five filly races. her only defeat 
coming in the Futurity at Bel- 
mont Park. In winning the 
Fashion. Schuylerville, Spina- 
way. Matron. and filly division 
of the National Stallion Stakes. 
she collected $121.260. 

The voting for the best 2- 
year-old colt was close. Porter- 
house beating Hasty Road by 15 
to 12. Hasty Road earned con- 
siderably more money than 
Porterhouse ($277.132 to $134.- 
045) ) but Porterhouse beat him 
both times they met. Porter- 
house’s stakes wins included the 
Belmont Futurity. colt division 
of the National Stallion Stakes. 
and the Christiana Stakes. He

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The Care of Foals and Weanlings 


Text of an address by Dr. Horace N. 
Davis at the Stud Managers Course at the 
University of Kentucky. 


Since the subject of foals and wean- 
lings really could be discussed for an al- 
most indefinite length of time, we are 
going to confine our remarks largely to 
the phases of preventative medicine, care 
and management, and a discussion of some 
of the more common diseases. We will 
begin with the newborn foal and hope to 
carry him through to a strong, healthy 
yearling. 

The newborn foal is at first attached by 
the umbilical cord to the placenta, which 
is still within.:the uterus of the mare. 
During the prenatal life, these structures 
have served the foal by supplying him with 
his oxygen and nutrition, as well as his 
means of elimination of fluid excreta. In 
post-natal life, they serve the foal no 
further purpose. Hence nature has ar- 
ranged for his separation from them at 
a constricted point in the umbilical cord, 
some two to three inches from the foal’s 
abdomen. 


This separation takes place as the result 
of simple linear traction, usually through 
the action of the mare, upon arising after 
foaling. The cord should be allowed to 
rupture naturally. Under normal circum- 
stances it should never be cut. When the 
cord ruptures, a small amount of blood 
will run out of the umbilical stump. This 
blood was held, after the mare foaled, in 
the umbilical veins within the cord. After 
the cord breaks, the veins, having no valves, 
drain out very promptly, but this does not 
mean that the-foal is bleeding to death, A 
small amount of blood scattered around 
on yellow straw looks like a lot, but actu- 
ally it is a very small amount, and normal- 
ly it is not a loss from the foal’s blood- 
vascular system. There are clastic tissue 
fibers within the walls of the blood vessels 
of the umbilical cord, and as soon as the 
cord ruptures these tissues contract, They 
draw the blood vessels back ‘up into the 
umbilical stump within the foal’s abdomen 
and mechanically occlude these vessels, 
thus preventing actual bleeding by the 
foal. It enables a clot to form within a 
short time and prevents bleeding under 
normal circumstances. The umbilical cord 

‘should never be ligated or tied off as a 
routine practice. 

Your first act in the care of your new 
foal should be the disinfection of the 
freshly ruptured umbilical stump. This 
can be very satisfactorily accomplished by 
the use of a small, wide-mouthed jar or 
vial holding one to two ounces of navel 
paint. This vessel is slipped over the 
umbilical stump (preferably while the foal 
is lying on his side) and quickly placed 
up against the foal’s abdomen and held in 


this position for 20 to 30 seconds, thus 
allowing the navel paint to saturate the 
exterior and the immediate interior por- 
tions of the stump and surrounding area 
of the abdomen. This procedure should be 
accomplished without touching the um- 
bilical stump with the hands at any time. 
I consider this very important, 


THE ENEMA. The next move is to give 
the foal a warm soapsuds enema for the 
prevention of meconial impaction, Meconia 
may be defined as the solid fecal material 
which collects in the small colon during 
the time the fetus is in the mare. Of 
necessity there is a considerable amount 
of it, and prompt elimination by the foal

is essential. The enema may be admin- 
istered immediately after birth, or it may 
be done the first thing the next morning. 
A syringe should never be used for this 
purpose because it may rupture the thin, 
delicate wall of the rectum. The usual 
enema can, with a male-horse catheter 
attached, makes a very good instrument. 
Two quarts of milk-warm water, with a 
small amount of castile or Ivory soap 
dissolved in it. is usually sufficient. If de- 
sired, a small amount of glycerine may 
be added. 

It may be well to explain here that at 
birth the small colon contains meconial 
material for at least 18 inches from the 
rectum, Therefore the removal of the few 
meconial balls that may be palpated with 
the finger by no means empties the colon. 


It is to be emphasized that the major pur. 
pose of the enema is to introduce a small 
amount of water sufficient to moisten and 
soften the outer parts of the meconial 
impaction so that the foal may eliminate 
it. If this is properly done, the foal will 
rather promptly eliminate a large amount 
of material. In my opinion, the catheter 
should then be introduced some 12 to 15 
inches into the rectum, and between a 
pint and no more than a quart of the fluid 
should be allowed to run in. The use of 
larger amounts of fluids frequently in. 
duces a case of scours. 

The administration of a preparation 
such as Combiotic or Crysdimycin, con- 
taining a combination of dihydrostrepto- 
mycin and aqueous procaine Pencillin as 
a disease preventative, is highly desirable 
at this time. Fifteen hundred units of 
tetanus antitoxin also would be good 
insurance. 


FIRST NURSING. Any new owner can 
promptly tell you that my next recommen- 
dation is all wrong. At least I have never 
been able to get one of them to try it. 
Personally, I prefer at this point to with- 
draw from the stall. leaving the light on, 
and allow the foal to get up alone, find 
the udder and nurse the colostrum or first 
milk. This will require thirty minutes to 
possibly two hours in the normal, healthy 
individual, I have three reasons for this 
and a couple of exceptions to it. 

The reasons: first, I seriously doubt 
that assisting the foal, either to get up 
or to nurse, is of any benefit to the 
normal foal in the long run. In_ other 
words, he has got to learn to get up and 
stand alone and he has got to learn to 
find the udder himself. 

Second, the presence of the attendant 
or attendants in the stall excites many 
mares, and they are more apt to step on 
their foals than if they are left alone 
with them. 

Third, attempts at assisting the foal 
may obscure actions that might have told 
you that he was not a normal, healthy 
foal and thus only postpone his treatment 
and proper care. 

We feel that a normal, healthy foal 
should get up alone and nurse within three 
hours. and that if your foal does not do 
this the possibility of disease should be 
seriously considered. 

My exceptions are: first, the very large 
or crooked foal who will need assistance 
to nurse before he becomes too weak. 
Secondly. the maiden mare with her first 
foal frequently becomes excited, making 
it desirable to restrain the mare until the 
foal has gained sufficient strength to get 
to his feet and get out of the mare’s way 
and also to prevent her, as she sometimes

them back. 


Sanford Stud Farm, the owner of Round View, is send- 
ing several Round View yearlings to Florida this winter. 
Trainer Hollie Hughes reports they are individuals of real 
promise.

will. from kicking the foal when he at- 
tempts to nurse, 


MANAGEMENT. Now, with our foal on 
his own. we will turn briefly to manage- 
ment, As far as I am concerned. a barn. 
as viewed from the standpoint of a horse. 
has only one purpose—protection. I feel 
that management should see that barns 
are so designed and used that they really 
function—first. to protect the horse from 
wetting. I do not feel that any foal or 
weanling in cool weather should ever de- 
liberately be allowed to get wet. While 
aided by skin and the layer of fat beneath, 
the dead air space between the hairs of a 
horse’s coat is his major means of main- 
taining his body temperature. When the 
hair is wetted and flattened. you have 
taken off his overcoat. 

A barn should protect the horses from 
sudden changes in temperature. Basically. 
this means the proper operation of the 
ventilating system. Put a therometer in 
your barn hallway and you may be sur- 
prised at some of the things that it will 
tell you, Incidentally. research has shown 
that cows give the most milk when the 
temperature remains near fifty degrees. 
Cold weather. per se, is not harmful to 
horses, and they apparently can withstand 
very low temperatures, 

You should also see that the barn is 
used to protect the small foal from the 
constant annoyance of his buddies in the 
field. Bring him in. and let him take his 
nap there in the privacy of his stall. 


FEEDING. Col. F, C. Sager has dis- 
cussed feeding in detail and we will confine 
our remarks to a few on the management 
aspects. Give the small foal his own tub at 
his own level in the stall. Hitch the mare 
out of his way, preferably at her own tub. 
Two weeks of age is not too early for 
the foal to start eating a little from his 
own tub. The formation of a habit seems to 
have something to do with the foal learn- 
ing to eat grain, especially if he is really 
not very hungry. The sooner it is culti- 
vated the better. Allow him plenty of time 
to eat, but take away what he leaves. An 
additional quart of grain each month is 
about the right amount. 

Dr. D. L. Proctor is discussing the 
care of feet for you. I have only two re- 
marks on this subject. Begin early to trim 
your foal’s feet and continue regularly at 
no more than monthly intervals. 

Corrective trimming is of value in 
shaping the bones only so long as the 
bones are growing and taking shape. This 
means. in my opinion, that the majority 
of any benefits from these procedures will 
be derived from work with the foal and 
the weanling. Let me emphasize that I 
did not say correct trimming, I said cor- 
rective trimming. I wouldn’t want you to 
go away and say that Dr. Davis said that 


after a horse is a year old, it didn’t make 
any difference how you trimmed his feet. 


PARASITES. The subject of worming is 
probably the most important managerial 
problem, other than feeding itself, that 
concerns young horses. especially foals 
and weanlings. Dr. J. H. Drudge will be 
giving you the details on parasites. but I 
want to add my emphasis to the impor- 
tance of thorough worming pro- 
gram. Personally. we feel that a minimum 
program. as it relates to this age group. 
should include carbon per tube at 8, 12. 
and 16 weeks. again at about weaning 
time. and probably again in December. 
Give low-level phenothiazine from weaning 
on, and from 6 to 8 weeks on, under cer- 
tain conditions. The mares should receive 
low-level phenothiazine the year round. 
on their feed. and the pastures of the foals 
and weanlings should be protected from 
contamination by other horses. 


WEANING. The best time to wean is in 
the early fall. when you are sure that your 
foals are well established on an adequate 
ration, are in good health, and your veter- 
inarian is in town. With these prerequi- 
sites. you should have absolutely no 
trouble. Begin in the morning. place the 
foals in their permanent stalls, preferably 
in sight of the others, then move the mares 
out of range of sight and sound, 

In one or two days. when the weanlings 
have settled down, turn out two or three 
of those you like the least in a big field 
and let them run down. Repeat this pro- 
cess until they're all out, then leave them 
all out until they are thoroughly tired. 
And the job’s about done; a tired horse 
rarely will hurt himself. 


SLEEPER FOALS. We will turn now 
to a discussion of some of the more com- 
mon diseases of foals that we hope you 
will not have but must constantly be on 
the lookout for. Diseases of foals in many 
cases develop rather rapidly. sometimes 
becoming acute and dangerous before 
their presence is even discovered. Close 
attention and observation is therefore of 
paramount importance, 
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The first disease commonly encountered 
in the newborn foal is that of the so-called 
“sleeper.” caused by the gram negative 
bacterium Shigella equirulis. These foals 
are very frequently ill at birth. in which 
case the infection is apparently prenatal 
in origin. The remainder of these cases 
usually develop within the first three days 
of life. 

Basically. the disease is a septicemia and 
is generalized in nature. To put this in 
another way. we might say that the bac- 
teria. and the toxins produced by them. 
are scattered throughout the body and 
bloodstream. The early acute cases are 
very weak at birth and are very slow to 
get up. if they get up at all. 

Once on their feet they show little in- 
clination to nurse and. rather character- 
istically. will not suck, even if the teat 
is placed in the mouth. The classical case 
definitely appears to be falling asleep. 
standing up. However this sleepy syn- 
drome is not confined to this disease and 
may even be seen in the normal foal oc- 
casionally. Their condition rapidly de- 
clines and they are soon reduced to a 
semicomatose state which has been rather 
aptly described as “limp as a dish rag.” 

In the early stages they usually have 
some fever but their temperature soon 
drops to subnormal. 

If untreated. these foals rarely live 
longer than 12 to 14 hours. The early ad- 
ministration of streptomycin been 
dramatically effective in this condition. 

The less acute cases develop within two 
to three days in most instances and fre- 
quently do not have many of the symp- 
toms that I have described. They are 
more often characterized by lameness. 
with a filling of one or more of the joints. 
and a loss of appetite. They sometimes 
show the sleepy syndrome of the more 
acute cases. The temperature in these 
cases is usually found to be somewhat 
elevated. 

Any strong suspicion by the stud man- 
ager of a sleeper foal is ample justi- 
fication for calling a veterinarian.

Dr. Balakrishnan provided no evidence 
that he has studied a single case of hemo- 
lytic disease in a foal. He did examine 
the blood (sent to him) from a single 
mare that produced several icteric foals, 
and then states categorically that he has 
identified the blood factor responsible for 
Thoroughbred foal icterus. Had he studied 
blood specimens from a number of such 
mares. or read carefully the articles by 
Coombs et al, and those of the Kentucky

(Continued from preceding page) 
workers, he would realize that not all 
sensitized mares carry hemagglutinins 
against the same hemagglutinogen. 

Evidence of this fact is set forth in the 
papers by the Kentucky group, which are 
quoted in part by Dr, Balakrishnan. In 
fact, they established that his so-called A 
factor is the cause of some cases of 
hemolytic disease in the foal, and that 
other factors besides A are involved. There 
is more reason to assume that these are 
factors C, D, E, or F, proposed by Scher- 
mer, rather than a new one which serves 
merely to confuse rather than to clarify 
the matter. 

Furthermore, the “test fluid” of Dr, 
Balakrishnan cannot be relied upon in 
selecting a safe mating for a sensitized 
mare, because hemolytic disease in foals 
is definitely caused by more than one 
blood factor. 


ANOTHER BIG YEAR 


According to an Associated Press sur- 
vey of racing statistics for 1953, Thorough- 
bred running tracks again broke atten- 
dance and pari-mutuel records. According 
to the press service’s unofficial calcula- 
tions, betting in the 25 racing states for 
the first time in history went over the 
two-million-dollar mark. 

It was estimated that when totals are 
complete this year they will show an in- 
crease in betting of 7.21 per cent over 
1952, with an increase in revenue to the 
states of 14.29 per cent. 

Attendance this year will total 28,329.- 
182, as compared to 27,086,748 last year, 
an increase of 4.59 per cent, 

The AP’s survey was for the calendar 
year and was based on estimates for those 
tracks currently operating.

$2.500 as an arbitrary estimate for the 
cost of training one horse one year. 
$1.500.000 has been spent in training this 
group of horses. There was a net loss of 
about $600.000 against the training bills 
alone. with a rather low estimate of that 
expense, 

This is partly because of age and partly 
because of Ballot. Broomstick, a much 
more successful sire and broodmare sire. 
died before Ballot. but the later records 
of his later daughters show a considerably 
higher level of excellence, The offspring 
of Broomstick mares in the period under 
study have earned money at a rate about 
twice that of the offspring of Ballot mares.

PROBE GETS BUDGET 


New York Gov. Thomas E. Dewey re- 
cently approved a budget of $414.800 for 
the Moreland Act Commission. a_ body 
which he appointed October 8 to conduct 
an investigation of all phases of the trot- 
ting horse scandal.

The Parader Was Second Best 


Commando was the best of the 1898 
crop. both on the race track and in the 
stud. One of the two colts to beat him, 
and the second best in that crop of foals. 
was The Parader, a bay colt by Longstreet 
(son of Longfellow) out of Pretence, by 
Plenipo. He was bred at the Belle Meade 
Stud. Nashville, Tenn.. of Gen. W. H. 
Jackson and W. H. Jackson Jr. 

The Parader, which did his racing for 
R. T. Wilson Jr., made his first start at 
Morris Park May 7. 1900. and finished 
fifth in a field of 18. His next start was 
on June 26 in the Spring Stakes at Sheeps- 
head Bay. He led all the way. winning 
easily from an undistinguished field. 

Four days later he ran in the $20,000 
Great Trial Stakes and finished second to 
Commando, beaten three lengths. 

Moving upstate to Saratoga, The Pa- 
rader ran second to Alard Scheck in the 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes. At the head 
of the stretch, it appeared that he might 
win. but he swerved during the stretch 
run. In the Pepper Stakes he was third 
to Bonnibert and Alard Scheck. He started 
poorly and made up considerable ground, 

His last start of the year was in the 
Matron Stakes (then open to colts), Com- 
mando suffered his only defeat of the 
year in this race, finishing second to Beau 


Gallant. with The Parader third. The 


Parader started six times in his 2-year-old 
season, won once, and placed in four top 
stakes. 

His first start as a 3-year-old was in an 
overnight handicap at Morris Park. Under 
109 pounds, he won handily from the 
6-year-old Sidney Lucas, which carried 
126. 

He then took the Withers. leading all 
the way to win by two lengths. In the 
beaten field were Bonnibert. Bellario, and 
All Green. 

Commando was entered in the Belmont 
Stakes. and The Parader was the only 
colt of any class to oppose him. Com- 
mando and The Parader ran together for 
a mile, and then Commando began to 
draw away. His final margin was three 
lengths. The Parader beat All Green. the 
third finisher, by about 50 lengths. 

The Parader’s next start was in the 
Preakness Stakes, then being run at 
Gravesend. It was a minor race at that 
time. however, since the conditions re- 
stricted it to “3-year-olds which have not 
won a race of $2.500 or up before the 
date of the closing entries” (January 10. 
1901). There were only five starters. and 
The Parader won easily by two lengths. 

He scored another easy win in the 
Broadway Stakes (also at Gravesend). 


then was beaten badly in the Brooklyn

Derby. The Parader led for 114 miles. but 
tired badly in the stretch, and finished 
eight lengths behind Bonnibert and Blues, 

The American Derby in those days was 
the most important race for 3-year-olds in 
the Midwest, and The Parader was ship. 
ped to Chicago for the race. He led for 
the first mile, but Robert Waddell and 
Terminus passed him in the stretch. Be. 
hind him were Bonnibert, Beau Gallant, 
and several other good colts. 

Back in New York, The Parader finally 
beat Commando, The race was the Law. 
rence Realization, and The Parader, third 
until the stretch, moved by Commando to 
win going away by two lengths. It was 
the last start for Commando, which came 
out of the race lame. 

The Parader also was near the end of 
his career, His two remaining starts were 
at Saratoga, and he fared no better than 
he did the preceding year. Top-weighted 
for the Saratoga Handicap, he finished 
seventh to the 4-year-old Rockton. A few 
days later, in the Travers, he finished third 
(beaten two heads) to Blues and Dublin 
after being left at the post. 

The Parader raced only at two and 
three. He started 16 times, won six races, 
including five stakes. He was out of the 
money only twice, an enviable record, con- 
sidering that 14 of his 16 starts were in 
stakes.

In such races, more commonly 
used in Italy than elsewhere, the bottom 
weight is the basis on which the handicap 
is made. If horses of too high class are 
entered, they may be “weighted out of it.”

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“Maryland Notes 


Maryland racing went continental when 
Laurel inaugurated its Washington, D. C.. 
International last year. Now the State’s 
breeding industry is beginning to take on 
the international look with the addition 
of two foreign-bred stallions to its stud 
roster. Both the 14-year-old *Shahpoor 
(see THE Bioop-Horse of November 14. 
page 1056) and the 3-year-old *River War 
will make the 1954 stud season in Mary- 
land. 

Mrs. George L. Howe obtained a five- 
year lease on *Shahpoor, a striking son 
of Solario and the Tracery mare Teresina. 
He will join Blue Flyer and Steel Bull at 
Mrs. Howe’s Holly House Farm in How- 
ard County. 

Bred by the Aga Khan. *Shahpoor for- 
merly stood at Mr. H. Kouyoumdjian’s 
Somerford Park Stud, England, where he 
got stakes winners in each of five crops to 
race. His fee in the U. S. will be $500. 

The other stallion taking up residence 
in Maryland is *River War. owned by the 
partnership of William Polvinale and E. 
R. Johnston, Baltimore heating contrac- 
tors, who are relative newcomers to the 
Thoroughbred industry. 

Two years ago they purchased a 103- 
acre tract in Baltimore County. near 
Phoenix. named it Manunda Farm, and 
embarked upon their first Thoroughbred 
adventure, At present there are 30 mares 
and weanlings and the young. stallion 
Theory on the farm. They also have ten 
horses at the track in the care of Frank 
Bonsal and Roy Albright. 

When Johnston attended the Stud Man- 
agers Course in Lexington a few weeks ago 
he told John A. Bell III, of Jonabell 
Stables. that he was interested in obtain- 
ing a young stallion. Bell told him that he 
had Paul Mellon’s *River War, an un- 
raced son of Nearco.

*River War was purchased in England 
as a yearling by Paul Mellon, He showed 
keen promise in training but sustained an 
ankle injury while being conditioned this 
spring. He will stand at Manunda Farm 
next year for $500 for a live foal. 

Bowie race track. remembering how se- 
vere weather bogged down last winter’s 
meeting. moved cautiously when it set up 
its 16-day 1953 meeting. 

The board of directors under Donald 
C. Lillis, who assumed command after the 
abrupt departure of Larry MacPhail. first 
studied local conditions and racing eco- 
nomics, This digested. he scrapped the 
$50.000 Maryland Gold Cup and revived

Gus Luellwitz. whose owner's license 
was suspended September 5 by Del Mar 
race track stewards for running an ineli- 
gible horse. has filed suit in California 
Superior Court to compel the California 
Horse Racing Board to reinstate him. 
Luellwitz argued that the Del Mar order 
was effective only for the balance of the 
meeting. 

Luellwitz was owner of the filly Frosty 
Dawn. which won the Debutante Stakes 
but later was disqualified when William H. 
Black, owner of Lady Cover Up, protested 
that Frosty Dawn’s fees had not been paid 
on time. Lady Cover Up. which had fin- 
ished second, was declared the winner, and 
Luellwitz was suspended by Del Mar 
Stewards. 

(A suit filed by Black is now pending 
in San Diego County Court asking that 
the pari-mutuel pay-off on the Debutante 
be redistributed. ) 

Because Luellwitz’s suit includes the first 
public explanation by him of what caused 
the mix-up at Del Mar. it is given here 
in summary: 

Luellwitz said he bought Frosty Dawn 
from Mrs. Ann Peppers last January. He 
was not aware at the time that she had 
nominated the filly for the Debutante. and 
when Del Mar published its condition book 
in June she was not listed among the 
eligibles. 

It was late in June when Mrs, Peppers’ 
husband, the late Thomas .Peppers, a 
director at Del Mar, told him that Frosty 
Dawn had been nominated for the stakes. 
Luellwitz immediately protested that he 
had not been informed by Del Mar of 
an eligibility payment which had_ been 
due May 1. He got in touch with O. L. 
McKenney. former general manager of 
Del Mar who was dismissed because of 
his part in the Frosty Dawn incident, and 
McKenney advised him to send in a check 
for the May payment. Luellwitz said he 
dated the check July 15. 

Luellwitz’s suit said McKenney tele- 
phoned him on August 1 and explained 
that he had been unable to make Frosty 
Dawn eligible. “You will have to give me 
a check with an earlier date.” McKenney 
was quoted, Luellwitz said he made out a 
new check. sent it in. and heard nothing 
more of the matter until he read press 
notices which included Frosty Dawn as 
one of the entries for the Debutante. 

The suit said another horseman. Robert 
Roberts, became suspicious of Frosty 
Dawn’s right to run, and stewards were 
notified that a question had been raised. 
Luellwitz said the record would show that 
no one had attempted to mislead the pub- 
lic or the racing officials concerning Frosty 
Dawn.

The Horse Business Needn’t Be Fatal 


by Dan M. Bowmar III 


Persons who make money by telling 
others how to make more money seldom 
advise giving up a successful business to 
start at the bottom in another, especially in 
a business in which the risks are great. 
Fortunately, however. a decision to give 
up security to do something that you 
want to do is not always fatal. This is a 
story about a guy who made it. 

In 1947, Jim Drymon. son of Ira Dry- 
man, operator of Gallaher Farm (home 
of Polynesian and Challedon), left Lex- 
ington and went to St. Louis to enter the 
dairy business. Drymon’s firm, which was 
the first to introduce paper milk cartons 
in St. Louis, was very successful, but in 
1951 he decided that he would rather raise 
Thoroughbreds. He went home to central 
Kentucky. 


Drymon didn’t want (and couldn’t af- 
ford) a large farm, but he did want good 
soil and a farm equipped for horses, In 
September, 1951, he found a farm that 
met his requirements—Tom_ Girdler’s 
Strodes Creek Farm. seven miles from 
Paris. Ky. 

The farm has 300 acres and is bordered 
on two sides by Strodes Creek. a stream 
deep enough for small boats, Most of the 
buildings on the farm are of metal con- 
struction, including the 18-stall horse barn 
and the adjoining feed barn. Girdler, who 
bought the farm in 1946, built the metal 
barns as an experiment. and Drymon soon 
found that they had several advantages. 

The horse barn (see illustration) cost 
$36.000, is one of the most commodious in 
central Kentucky. Each stall is 14-by-14 
and has a ceiling ventilator. There also 
are three large ventilators along the main

aisle of the barn. Each of these is attached 
to a thermostat which opens and closes 
the ventilator according to the temper- 
ature. 

Drymon says he never has any difficulty 
keeping the barn warm since the outer 
walls and ceilings are insulated with four

inches of fiber glass. Even with the ver- 
tilators, he says, it sometimes is necessary 
to open the doors in winter to prevent 
overheating. 

The barn has a wooden frame. but all 
of the wood is covered with galvanized 
sheet steel, This construction reduces the 
chance of fire and cuts maintenance costs. 
especially painting, 

Another feature which appeals to Dry: 
mon is the tongue-and-groove method o/ 
joining the walls between the stalls. There 
are three steel poles between each stall 
—one at each end and one in the middle. 
There are channel irons on both side: 
of the center pole and on the inside of the 
end poles. Into these channel irons ar 
laid two-by-eight timbers. which ar 
tongue-and-grooved to give a solid wal 
between each stall. Drymon likes the soli 
wall because there is no space where rat 
and mice can nest. 

Because Girdler was extremely fire cot 
scious, there is no space in the horse bam 
for the storage of hay. straw, and grail. 
Hay and straw go into a large metal han 
(shaped like a quonset hut) about 50 fed

behind the main barn. Oats and other 
grains are stored in a metal shed. 

Drymon now has eight mares of his 
own, plus the breeding stock of Morton 
K. Weil. Until the recent Keeneland fall 
sales he also had the horses of A. W. 
Berry. Berry sold all of his Thoroughbreds 
at Keeneland. 

Drymon has compiled an enviable brood- 
mare record during his two years at 
Strodes Creek. Last year he bred six 
mares, got all in foal; this year he had a 
perfect record with seven. He acquired 
his only barren mare after the breeding 
season. 

Four of Drymon’s mares have produced 
stakes winners: Dinner Horn, Ellen H., 
Noble Gift. and Mary’s Last. Two of the 
others, Tubuai and Challure, entered the 
stud only recently. Tubuai will have her 
first foal next year; Challure’s first is a 
weanling colt by Polynesian. 

At the fall yearling sales at Keeneland, 
Drymon sold three fillies for $11,300, an 
average of $3.767. This was $1.485 above 
the sale average. and $2,044 above the 
filly average. 

Strodes Creek is not restricted to horses, 
since Drymon does some “dirt farming,” 
too. He has 30 cows, 120 sheep. raises 
about 10 acres of tobacco. One of his 
wisest investments, he says. was $2.000 
he spent to buy a large sprinkling outfit, 
which can water entire pastures and fields 
at one time. Drymon estimates that the 
sprinkler: saved him $4,000 from June 
through October, when there was almost 
no rain on his farm. 

It hasn’t all been easy. New businesses 
never are. And while young Drymon’s 
pockets still do not bulge like Allie Reu- 
ben’s, at least? he is making a healthy 
and enterprising start in the only life he 
ever really wanted.

of early foalhood is the streptococeal in- 
fection which apparently may be either 
prenatal or postnatal in entry, This is 
also a septicemia disease and in the early 
acute cases is very similar in appearance 
to the Shigella sleeper foal. Probably the 
outstanding distinction between the two 
diseases from the stud manager’s view- 
point is that streptococcal infections usual- 
ly develop from three days to six or eight 
weeks after birth. or even much later. 
However. this is no hard and fast rule by 
any means. and I believe it is possible for 
a foal to have a combination of both in- 
fections, 

Clinical cases of streptococcal infections 
occurring at several weeks of age or there- 
after involve primarily one or more joints 
—in my experience, most frequently the 
stifle. hock. or knee joints. Characteris- 
tically the foal may rather suddenly be- 
come lame. with a filling of the involved 
joints. Temperatures of 103-106 degrees 
are not unusual. Diarrhea and loss of ap- 
petite are usually present. 

The joint involvements appear to be 
quite painful. Again the services of your 
veterinarian are in order. This time we 
are dealing with a gram positive organ- 
ism, The prompt administration of heavy 
doses of penicillin is usually effective. 
Occasionally cases that fail to respond 
to penicillin may sometimes be cleaned 
up with aureomycin therapy. Untreated 
cases may die quickly, but occasionally 
may become chronic, The latter are fre- 
quently refractory to treatment. 

Another form of septicemia that is 
caused by E coli organism occurs occa- 
sionally at this time. The symptoms are 
closest to those of the sleeper foal, but 
usually lack the joint involyment; more 
frequently they involve especially the res- 
piratory tract. 

It has been found recently that the 
antibiotics streptomycin and penicillin 
have a synergistic action when used _to- 
gether. That is, each potentiates the other. 
Therefore many veterinarians now favor 
the use of a combination of both drugs. 

Our feeling today is that the practical 
approach to the above described condi- 
tions primarily should be one of preven- 
tion as the means of control, We there- 
fore recommend the early administration 
of Combiotic to the newborn foal. This 
procedure appears to be quite effective in 
decreasing the number of septicemia cases 
as well as the associated  early-foal 
diarrhea and impactions that en- 
countered during the first three or .four 
days of life. 

Do not, however, allow yourself to be 
lulled into a false sense of security. by 
this procedure, If the slightest evidence 
of dullness develops. administer additional 
doses and call your veterinarian for a 
diagnosis, for there are a number of

other conditions that young foals may fall 
heir to at this time that are not readily 
distinguishable. 


IMPACTION. We have already dis- 
cussed the underlying principles for the 
prevention of meconial impaction and the 
administration of enemas. If the foal is 
further carefully watched during the first 
and second days of life and if a second, 
or even a third enema, at several-hour in- 
tervals, is administered when needed, we 
feel that acute cases of impaction should 
be quite rare.

should be watched very carefully and if 
the meconial material in the colon is 
bothering him, he will plainly tell you by 
a frequent switching of the tail, a tendency 
to carry the tail high, and less frequent 
straining in efforts at defecation. 

Should an acute case develop, the foal 
will be found down and rather violently 
rolling from side to side, thrashing about. 
and showing other evidences of severe ab- 
dominal pain. Foals frequently bruise 
their eyelids, mouth, etc., by their actions. 
and rapidly exhaust themselves in the 
effort. They quickly become toxic and die 
within a day or two. 

Professional assistance is highly desir- 
able. The administration of sedatives as 
well as mineral oil and mild cathartics. 
together with high enemas, is indicated. 

May I add a word of caution here. It 
frequently requires 12 to 24 hours for 
satisfactory results to be obtained from 
medication. In the interim, drastic meas- 
ures should not be resorted to, but suppor- 
tive treatment, including maintenance of 
body temperature with blankets or other 
covering. and intravenous or tube feeding. 
as indicated. 

These foals look like they are goners 
for sure. 


DIARRHEA. Diarrhea or scours in foals 
is difficult to discuss in a short time. due 
to the many possible causes. Basically we 
may divide it into primary and secondary 
diarrhea. Diarrhea is associated at times 
with almost every serious disease of foals. 
and as such it is a part of the disease. 
These are the secondary diarrheas, being 
secondary to the other disease, and their 
control should be approached through the 
control of the inciting disease. 

Basically we might picture primary 
diarrhea as an: irritation of the intestinal 
lining. This markedly increases intestinal 
muscular activity. The result is the rapid 
passage of intestinal contents in a semi- 
liquid or liquid state without time for 
normal digestion and absorption of food 
nutrients, or reabsorption of fluids. In 
addition. fluids may be withdrawn from 
the body and thrown into the intestinal 
tract and thus lost. 


This explains the rapid loss of condition. 
severe dehydration, and weakness often 
seen. Other symptoms are loss of appetite 
and normal or slightly elevated temper- 
atures, The latter aids in differentiating 
this condition from other diseases. 

Sources of irritation of the intestinal 
tract may be the direct ingestion of irri- 
tant materials. the ingestion in massive 
doses of various and sundry bacteria which 
produce irritant toxins or poisons in the 
intestinal tract. putrefaction breakdown 
products from otherwise sound food. ab- 
normal amounts of undigested food be- 
cause of disturbing external environmental 
factors, and finally. in older foals, the 
presence of intestinal parasites.

CARE OF FOALS

The control of inciting causes therefore 
includes: the prompt removal of manure 
from the stall, clean tubs for the foal to 
eat from, clean water to drink, stall walls 
that are not covered with dirt and fecal 
material. clean syringe for administration 
of materials by mouth. The mare returning 
from breeding will be properly milked 
out before re-entering the stall with the 
foal, thus preventing large amounts of 
milk from overwhelming the foal’s diges- 
tive tract. The foal on grain should receive 
rations in regular amounts at regular 
times. Feeding damp. moldy, or otherwise 
unsound feed, and most frequently, failure 
to empty the foal’s tub after prior feeding. 
are not uncommon causes. Undetected 
mastitis in the mare’s udder will produce a 
severe type of diarrhea. 

While diarrhea is more common that 
serious. prompt treatment is desirable due 
to the rapid deterioration of the animal’s 
condition. 

Treatment may consist of administration 
of astringents and coating materials which 
protect the intestinal lining. Nonabsorb- 
able sulfas are used to control bacterial 
irritants. These materials are usually in- 
cluded in standard scour cordials, and 
one of these should be on hand. 


JAUNDICED FOALS. We come now to 
a very interesting and a rather dramatic 
disease of foals. The nature of this disease 
was first determined in 1947 in Thorough- 
bred foals by work done in this building 
by members of the Animal Pathology De- 
partment, The disease is hemolytic anemia 
and icterus, sometimes called hemolytic 
icterus or jaundiced foal. 

Dr. Floyd Hull. working with some 
other members of the department, has 
prepared an excellent film on this disease. 
We will try to get at a basic understanding 
of the disease and its management first. 

Conditions for the development of the 
disease may be described as follows. First. 
the mare must be bred to a stallion having 
a different blood type. and the fetus that 
develops apparently must have a type 
similar to that of its sire. The odds on 
this are not known. 

Second, during the latter stages of preg- 
nancy. there is a passage, by methods un- 
known, of fetal red blood cells or some 
component thereof through the maternal 
placenta into the tissues of the mare. The 
mare then responds with the production 
of antibodies against the red blood cells 
of the fetus. These antibodies produced by 
the mare circulate in her blood and near 
the end of the gestation period are con- 
centrated in the colostrum, usually being 
four to eight times stronger there than in 
the blood. 

The placental tissues of the horse are 
an unusually strong barrier to the passage 
of antibodies of any type from the dam 
to the fetus. As a result of this barrier the

fetus suffers no ill effects from the anti- 
bodies against its blood while in the mare. 
As a result, we have a foal that is 
born normal and remains so insofar as 
this disease is concerned, until he nurses. 


After nursing, the foal absorbs the anti- 
bodies against his own red blood cells, 
along with many other antibodies that are 
beneficial in their action. The harmful 
antibodies cause the destruction of the 
red blood cells of the foal. 

In a condition of this kind the destruc- 
tion of the blood is so rapid that the 
process of elimination of the destroyed 
portions of the cells cannot keep up, 
and there is an accumulation in the liver 
of a product called bilirubin, which even- 
tually backs up into the blood. This is 
the source of our yellow color which char- 
acterizes the disease, 

There is considerable variation in the 
amount of antibody in different mares’ 
milk, and a parallel variation in the se- 
verity and suddenness of the onset of 
the symptoms of the disease. 

Symptoms of the disease begin to de- 
velop a few hours after the foal nurses. 
He becomes dull, nurses infrequently, be- 
comes weak, and may spend much time 
lying down, Within 16 to 24 hours after 
birth the average foal will be quite weak. 
and may be prostrate. 

Examination of membrances of the lips, 


mouth, and eyes will show them to be very 
pale instead of the normal pink color. 
Icterus develops 12 to 24 hours later. 

Respiration becomes rapid and may be 
labored, especially after moderate exercise. 

Temperature is normal, or it may be 
subnormal. 

Some foals become severely anemic and 
die within 12 to 14 hours, 

A larger number may vary from the 
usual by requiring two to five days to 
reach the most critical stages of the 
disease. 

Laboratory confirmation of diagnosis 
consists of the demonstration of agglutin- 
ation of the foal’s cells by the dam’s blood 
serum of colostrum. Other laboratory tests 
are of great importance in determining 
severity of disease, and extent and type of 
treatment needed. 

Foals under three days of age are 
muzzled, at least until colostrum can be 
tested in the laboratory for evidence of 
harmful antibodies. Usually milk is safe 
after 24 to 36 hours. Foals over three 
days of age are allowed to continue 
nursing. 

Treatment is highly successful and con- 
sists of an exsanguination type of trans- 
fusion. It consists of transfusing four to 
six quarts of the donor’s citrated blood 
and removal of three to five quart of 
the foal’s blood. In this process, a pint 
of donor’s blood is administered, then a 
pint of foal’s blood removed, until the 
transfusion is completed,

with destructive antibodies. The donor’s 
blood replaces: it. 


Older foals with milder cases may re 
quire smaller transfusions, or none at all, 
These decisions are best based on blood 
counts. 


Donors are selected by cross-matching 
their sera with the foal’s red blood cells 
for compatibility. The use of the dam’s 
blood, or that of another incompatible 
donor, probably would produce death jp 
short order. In an emergency, and lacking 
laboratory facilities for cross-matching, 
should the foal’s sire be available, his 
blood could be used by your veterinarian, 

In cases of known sensitized mares, the 
practical procedure is to select a sire of 
your choice regardless of compatibility, 
then prevent disease by milking the mare 
hourly for 24 hours after foaling, if lab. 
oratory checks on colostrum indicate the 
need for it. 


These cases are all quite susceptible to 
infections and should be adequately pro. 
tected with antibiotics, The intrinsic fae. 
tors for new blood formation, together 
with iron, should be supplied during con 
valescence. It is important that these cases 
be stabled for some time to control their 
exercise until the blood supply can he 
rebuilt, especially where transfusions have 
not been administered. Neglect of this 
point could be fatal.
